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Introduction 


Aside from more commonly used documents, such as wills, deeds and inventories, a 
wealth of knowledge can be found in other seemingly less-likely sources. Throughout this 
work, comprised of transcribed view and estimate documents, the reader will be introduced 
to characters that would otherwise remain voiceless - the underage orphans. Through view 
and estimates specific infonnation concerning the buildings, outhouses, fences and orchards 
found on the lands belonging to children of the deceased are brought to light. Within these 
documents one will find the dimensions of standing structures along with full descriptions of 
their construction; as well, everything from the trees in the orchard to panels of fencing are 
examined for both quantity and quality. While examining these documents contextual 
information emerges through the occasional, general reference to a “County road” (p. 27) or 
specifics such as, “Wickacomco Creak... [a] house of Office ... [a] Smiths Shop... [and a] 
School house,” all on one orphan’s land (p. 31). Other geographical features of interest 
found include “Quantico Creek” (p. 33), the “Monokin River” (p. 50), “Mill Creek” (p. 50), 
and a reference to a “Road that leads from Princess Ann Town to Waggaman’s Mill” (p. 24). 
Occasionally terms like “paper money” (p. 34), as opposed to pounds sterling or pounds of 
tobacco, or “pot herbs” (p. 7) are found; both which speak to the diversity of currencies used 
and plant life found on the Eastern Shore. Over the years covered under this study, the 
justices of the peace were Robert King, John Smith, Samuel Hopkins, Thomas Williams, 
Captain Henry Ballard, Captain Charles Ratcliff, John Scott, Samuel Wilson, M Dashiell, 
John Elzey, John Williams, [Henry] Waggaman, Isaac Handy, John Handy, Captain Joseph 
Gilliss, Ephraim Wilson, Joshua Caldwell, Alex Robertson, and the only clerk of the court, in 
Somerset County at this time, was Thomas Hayward - at least from 1722 to at least 1759. 



The average view and estimate will contain the following infonnation: 

> the name(s) of the orphan(s) and their deceased parent(s). 

> their respective guardian. 

> the two named appraisers. 

> the official authorizing the view and estimate. 

> the clerk who entered the document into the records. 

> specifics about the land and its location; such as the names of 
neighbors, the name of the land tract itself, and descriptions of the 
quality of land itself along with the names of rivers and roads nearby. 

> details about the size and condition of all buildings on the land, 
including specifics such as the type of windows, the number of Tights’ 
found within each window and whether or not the panes are broken, 
chimney and quantity thereof, references to an upstairs or cellar and 
the type of construction used to erect the house - be it a main dwelling 
house, milk house or other structure, e.g., framed house planked in 
pine with weather boarding or round poled. 

> details concerning the orchards. 

> details concerning the fencing. 

> the annual rent of the plantation, not including the Quit Rent. 

> the quantity of land authorized by the appraisers to be cleared by the 
guardian, if required. 

> the date the document was entered into the records. 



The main dwelling house and other standing structures are described in such detail 
that the reader is able to visualize the building. One might find a description such as: a main 
dwelling house, measuring twenty-five feet by fifteen feet, shingled with two brick chimneys 
needing repair, weather-boarded some planks rotten, with twenty-four lights ten inches by six 
inches one broken. The abovementioned description would accurately fit a building similar 
to the one depicted below. Despite the fact that the photograph below is of an early 
nineteenth century farm house, sporting a twentieth century metal roof, a house built in the 
early eighteenth century would have been similar in construction, yet adorned with a shingled 
roof.

The view and estimate documents herein transcribed were found scattered amongst 
the Somerset County land records, leaving them more akin to precious gems; valued for their 
scarcity in number and abundance of detail. The earliest ones found within the Somerset 
County court records are highlighted in this work covering the years 1722 to 1759. The 
frequency and number of these records increase from six between 1722 and 1738 to a 
staggering thirty-three between 1748 and 1759. In order to assist in the understanding of 
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information found within the view and estimate documents the laws governing their 
inception are outlined in an eight-page abstract of the original seventeen-page Act regarding 
the administration of estates, drafted in 1704. 



The Act Regarding the Administration of the Estate of Orphans 

The Archives of Maryland, Proceedings and Acts of the General Assembly, dating to 
September 5 th through October 3 rd ' 1704 (liber L.L. No. 64:18-35), contains “An Act for the 
better Administration of Justice in Probatt Of Wills and granting Administrations Recovering 
of Legacys and securing filiall portions.” In order to understand the relevance of this 
document within the context of orphans and the evaluation of their inherited lands, houses, 
fences and orchards, an abstract of the original seventeen-page Act follows. 

As enacted by the Queen, the court for the probate of wills shall be held every two 
months, or less. All laws published in England do apply to the colonies within twelve 
months of their being passed. In order to secure filial portions, for the children (orphans) of 
the deceased, all executors and administrators must provide an account of the estate of the 
deceased within twelve months time of the probate of the will. If the administrator does not 
give an account within the time aforesaid, the judge may revoke the first letters of 
administration and grant administration tie bonis non Administratis to someone else. In 
addition, there is a condition protecting the estate from an administrator found to be wasting 
time and/or embezzling the estate of the deceased. 

When the administrators of any intestate estate have made a full account, any surplus 
from the estate is divided as follows. One-third part to the wife and the residue equally 
distributed among the children; if a child(s) dies, their portion is then equally divided and 
distributed to the remaining living children. All children are to receive an equal share of the 
personal estate. If one child has an unequal share then any surplus is to be used to balance 
each child’s part; therefore, since inherited land is real estate - a separate item - the child, or 
children, inheriting land are still to receive an equal share of the surplus of the estate without 
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factoring in the value of the said land. If the deceased has no children, then one-half of the 
estate goes to the widow and the remaining half is to be subsequently divided amongst the 
next of kin. Finally, if there is neither wife nor children then the estate is to be divided 
amongst the next of kin or their legal representatives. After which time the judge will 
transmit the account to the respective Justices of the county courts were the estate lies. 

If any part of the estate belongs to an orphan, then they are to choose a guardian into 
whose hands the estate will be committed. If the orphan is not of age, then the justices of the 
county court were the estate lies will choose an individual that they deem appropriate. Once 
the orphan is fourteen they can choose another guardian, if they so wish. Following this is a 
list of twelve articles that address the specifics of accounts. 

1) No slave or Negro is to be sold or disposed of, but kept within the 
boundaries of the estate for the duration of one year, following this they are 

to be assessed and subsequently divided. Only after the account has passed is the 
Judge is paid for their services. 

2) The administrator or guardian will not use the estate for their personal 
clothing, education, health or diet, only the orphan is to be maintained and educated 
at the expense of their own estate. If their estate is too small then they are to be 
apprenticed in some craft or trade until the age of twenty-one. However, if a relative 
or other charitable individual wishes to maintain the orphan they can have the 
increase of the small estate without decreasing the principle. In addition, the guardian 
must be of the same religion as the deceased parent(s). 

3) When the orphan is of age, they are to receive the same number of cattle and 
or sheep as were trusted to the guardian of the orphan. 
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4) The orphan is issued protection for jewelry, money, plates and rings, but all 
other household stuff and lumber could be appraised and paid to the orphan in either 
pounds sterling or tobacco, at their current price. 

5) All male orphans become of age at twenty-one; however, if to be an executor 
or executrix an individual only needs to be seventeen or older. If the executor or 
executrix is under the age of seventeen, than a new one will be appointed durante 
minoritate (during their status as a minor). 

6) All female orphans shall receive their estates at sixteen or when they marry - 
which ever occurs first. 

7) After the transmission of the estate’s account, all slaves and Negroes will be 
in the care of the guardian, who must return Tike’ amount and quality of Negroes and 
slaves to the orphan - once of age. If there is insufficient numbers, or if the original 
stock of Negroes or slaves did not have any increase, than a payment is to be made. 

In addition, if the guardian does not want to have the use of the slaves, than someone 
else can, in accordance with county courts, but they will in turn become responsible 
to return to the orphan, once of age, Tike’ slaves. 

8) All servants used by the guardian are to be returned in Tike’ terms: age, sex 
and duration of indenture (time to serve). If within two months the Judge does not 
transmit the account to the county court they will be fined 10, 000 pounds of tobacco, 
where half goes to the Queen and half goes to the Judge who will sue for the other 
portion paid to the Queen - debt bill plaint. 

9) The Judge must transmit debts to the county court Justices, also the Judge can 
inquire into administrator fraud, to discover whether they did or did not collect or 
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record payments - which are to be done yearly. If the guardian is found to have 
committed fraud or is responsible for neglect, they are to pay a fee of 500 pounds of 
tobacco. 

10) The county courts are responsible for a yearly view of the estate of orphans. 
Then it is to be judged if there be a need for further security provided by the guardian 
for the orphan’s estate, if the guardian refuses such additional securities then in a June 
court no less than twelve men, under oath, will determine if the orphan has been 
properly maintained and educated and neither neglected nor abused. Should the 
orphan be neglected then the orphan is to be placed in the hands of a new guardian. 

In addition, if the said orphan was used for other purposes and not taught a trade, 
regarding an apprenticeship, their master is to be condemned. 

11) The county courts are required to record all guardianship bonds and 
apprenticeship indentures, in addition to providing a list of all orphans and 
apprentices - every June court. 

12) Finally, all executors, administrators and legates for wills, or for estates of 
people dying intestate, are to be allowed a ten percent salary. As well, should the 
executors or administrators experience difficulty with the account books of the 
deceased, they are to receive a compensation that is not to exceed five pounds sterling 
percent and no salary made for the remainder of the estate that is passed to legates 
that has remained unconverted to money or tobacco. In the end, there remains one 
option for any persons wishing to appeal the Judge’s commission of administration, 
whereby they may choose to appeal to the chief governor of the province within 
fifteen days after which all decisions are final. 
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Following the abovementioned twelve articles of law was a clause to assist in 
disputed claims of administration, a detailed description of the view and estimate to 
be completed by specified individuals and the fees for not satisfactorily completing 
tasks appointed by court. First, should anyone contest, or dispute, the right to 
administer, the disputed claim was to be handled by the Judge; no letter of 
administration being granted until the resolution of such dispute. In addition, the fee 
for the letter of administration granted by the Judge was stated as being 150 pounds 
of tobacco, but if the entire estate was so small that the inventory did not amount to 
more than ten pounds sterling then the fee was to be fifty pounds of tobacco, whereas 
the Commissary General was to receive no fees. Second, within one month of 
accepting the guardianship of an orphan, one commissioner from the county where 
the orphan’s estate lies, with two persons of “good repute,” neither akin to the orphan 
or their guardian nor indebted or otherwise interested in the estate and well skilled in 
building construction as well as the affairs of a plantation, are to perfonn the 
following: 

- To enter into the lands and plantation of the orphan and view the dwelling 
houses, out houses, lands, orchards and fences found on the plantation. 

- At the location and witnessed by the commissioner, the two appraisers are 
to take their “corporall oaths” and according to the best of their judgment, 
they are to make a “just estimate of the annual value” of the orphans property 
and appurtenances. 

- To note what repair the buildings and orchards are in. 
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- To state what part of the land the guardian is entitled to clear, the yearly rent 
and the yearly charge in keeping the place in good repair; all the while, 
keeping in mind to leave a proportional part of the lands for the use of the 
orphan once they are of age. 

This view and estimate is to serve as evidence, should the orphan once of age decide to sue 
for double damages. Third, The penalty fee for failure, on the part of the guardian, to 
arrange a yearly view and estimate of the lands and appurtenances of the orphan, is to be 
5,000 pounds of tobacco. In addition, if the two persons appointed as both appraisers and 
evaluators neglect their task, then they are to be fined 500 pounds of tobacco each. Where 
half of the penalty fees are to be delivered to the Queen and the remaining half is to be given 
to the informer, who will in turn sue for that half. Further, if either of the two persons 
valuing the estate’s property and appurtenances fails to properly conduct their work then they 
will not be paid for their services. 

The Quit Rents are to be deducted upon the yearly value. If the guardian has failed to 
pay the yearly Quit Rent, then they are to pay the orphan four-fold the amount left unpaid at 
the time the said orphan is of age, by action of a debt bill. If upon presentment of the Orphan 
Jury or other infonnation that it is proved that the guardian has through sale, waste or 
destruction improperly managed the orphan’s estate, by legal warrant they will answer for the 
damages. Failure to report charges of waste to the June court is subject to a fine of 1,600 
pounds of tobacco. 

The deputy commissioners are empowered to audit accounts and to grant letters of 
administration that are not to exceed fifty pounds sterling and the transmission of accounts to 
the Commissary General’s office at Annapolis must be done within two months - under 
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penalty of 2,000 pounds of tobacco. In addition, if a Deputy Commissary demands or 
receives more than legally entitled, they are to be held liable; and if any person having any 
interest in the estate makes an objection to the legality of any article contained in the account, 
then all parties will appear and defend their interests before the Commissary General. 

If a man bequeaths a considerable part of his personal estate to his wife, some widows 
would still claim their third part simply because the will did not specify that the considerable 
portion granted to her was in satisfaction of the third she otherwise would have received, but 
rather was only implied. If anything is bequeathed to a wife as a legacy, it was kept separate 
from the third part she was entitled to receive. Therefore, to protect the estate as well as the 
wife, within forty days of the probate of the will, inclusive, the widow must be present before 
the Deputy Commissary and chose between the portion laid out for her in the will or to opt 
for her third part. If she makes the decision to have what was bequeathed, she is “for ever 
barred from claiming her third part.” Likewise, if she chooses to “renounce what is so 
bequeathed,” then she is entitled to have her third part. The widow can chose whether she 
will take land devised for her or “the third part of all her husbands reall estate,” as a dower. 
As of June 27 th 1699, if any woman receives any part of her husbands personal estate by will, 
then she is “debarr’d of her Dower of land.” If she is not assigned a dower she may chose to 
demand or sue for her dower. The only exception would obviously be in the case of a 
settlement made prior to the original marriage, which details were specified in a pre-nuptial 
agreement. 

Whereas many orphans have suffered by the second marriages of widows, both the 
widow and her ‘new’ husband are equally responsible and are to be held liable for any waste 
or embezzlement and must render an account of the orphan’s estate in question. This leaves 
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the orphans or their guardians able to sue either the second husband, or wife, with regards to 
the estate that was wronged while in their possession during covertures. 

Included near the end of this record were conditions concerning the sentencing of 
individuals, pertaining to orders passed by the court; specifically, that all persons sentenced 
in court were entitled to appeal within 15 days of sentencing. Also, within a further 15 days 
they may “procure an examination thereof by a Court of Delegates.” If they do neither of the 
above, nor comply with the sentence; then the Judge is to issue an attachment against the 
body of the said individual and imprison them upon their capture. 

Since orphans and creditors are often injured by “low Appraisements and 
undervaluing of the Estate of the deceased,” articles are in place to assist them. Two of the 
next of kin to the deceased, as well as two of the creditors of the deceased (if any should 
come) are to be present at the appraisement and are to certify their approval of the valuation 
perfonned. The county courts are not permitted to accept inventories which are not certified 
in the right fashion, as above noted. In addition, no one, as an executor or administrator of an 
estate within the province of Maryland is to be liable to pay debts contracted out of this 
province (with the obvious exception of the Queen and her heirs) before handling the affairs 
of debts owed within the said province. Providing that the executors or administrators have 
sufficient assets to rectify debts, any further claim against them from creditors must pass by 
due course of law. All such an actions, brought against the executors or administrators, are to 
be judged and awarded execution against such executors and administrators de bonis proprijs 
(of their own goods) to such creditors.
